pressly authorized by law; nor shall any judge of 
any of the circuit courts of this state, while holding 
such office of circuit judge, be in any manner en-
gaged or act as attorney or counsel in any action, Shall not sot as 

attorney cause, or proceeding pending in, or which he has rea- or 

son to believe will be brought in any of the courts of 
this state, nor give advice or opinion therein, upon 
penalty of removal from office. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 21. 

IN ACT to amend section one (11, of chapter three hundred and six 
(306), of the general laws of 1875, entitled, "An act to transfer the 
Soldiers' Orphans' Home, to the custody of the regents of the State 
University." 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as 0 — 11 0208 : 

SECTION 1. Section one (1), of chapter three hun_ Amended.

personal, and they are hereby authorized to use the 
same for any purpose which they may deem expedi-
ent for the interest of the university; or, if in their 
judgment it shall seem best, they may sell and dispose of 
said property, in whole or in part, and use the pro-
ceeds of such sale for the purpose of furnishing 
"Science Hall," to erect an assembly ball upon the 
grounds of the university, or for other purposes. 
Said regents are hereby authorized to make the neces-
sary conveyances by deed or otherwise to enable them 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

SzarioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
